foresight/a  Tribute  to  R.  A.Speirs 

During  his  long  tenure  of  Head  Master  at 
Selwyn  House,  Dr.  Stjeirs  has  executed  a  se- 
ries of  remarkable  achieveirents  which  will 
be  very  difficult  to  suriDPSs.  Such  recent 
developements  as  the  school  extension  (whidr 
saw  added  to  the  school  two  well-equipped 
science  labs,  an  excellent  library  room,  an 
excellent  gynnasium  with  permanent  stage 
and  gym  staff  office,  a  new  staff  room,  a 
new  art  room,  new  classrooms  and  offices, 
a  geography  lab,  a  large  basement  with  lo- 
ckers, showers  and  offices  (to  name  most) 
show  the  dynamic  administrative  calibre  of 
our  leaving  Head  Foster.  As  with  any  other 
official  at  the  school,  Dr.  Speirs  has  a 
singular  epithet  which  distinguishes  him 
from  others  here  -  his  pet  word  basically. 

Yet,  on  a  more  serious  note,  he  recently 
reflected  on  the  philosophical  concepts  of 
education  as  he  sees  them, The  cumulative 
knowledge  amassed  during  his  distinguished 
career  ensures  experienced  and  intelligent 
views  of  many  facets  of  education. 

The  school  has  changed  radically  since 
Dr.  Speirs  joined  as  Head  Master  twenty- 
six  years  ago,  when  there  were  only  ninety- 
nine  boys  and  seven  or  eight  masters.  Since 
that  time,  the  best  thing  we  ever  did,  he 
feels, was  to  relocate  the  school  at  95» 
Cote  St-Antoine.  The  potential  of  expan- 
sion was  far  more  promising  in  our  T>repent 
location,  althouf^h  it  was  considered  at 
one  noint  that  the  school  might  move  to 
the  Lnkeshore,  where  the  abundance  of  land 
an'^  prospective  playing  snace  was  luring.

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In  those  days,  the  approach  towards  edu- 
cation was  "monolithic"  in  which  all  stu- 
dents emb'^rked  on  similar  programmes  of 
education. "We  were  very  good  at  this",  he 
feels,  though  to  the  risk  of  the  detriment 
of  teaching  quality  the  school  endeavou- 
red to  introduce-  wider  and  nev^er  ranges  of 
study  with  the  choice  of  subjects.  This 
has  been  most  successful,  and  its  merits 
are  exemplified  by  the  fact  that  sixty  per- 
cent of  the  senior  grade  are  first-class 
in  their  final  examinations.  "A  school 
would  seem  to  have  few  problems  academi- 
cally with  such  results",  he  feels. 

Notable  additions  in  this  field  have 
included  the  recent  introduction  of  Spa- 
nish, an  alternate  course  for  Latin,  which 
has  been  very  well  received.  Dr.  Speirs 
believes  tha+  in  order  to  obtain  a  suf- 
ficient level  of  quality  in  education, one 
must  use  every  proven  implement  of  lear- 
ning and  as  many  present  implements  -  thus 
a  combination  of  the  old  and  new. He  a] ''o 
perpetuates  the  belief  that  "whatever  you 
do,  you  should  do  well"  as  a  guiding  phi- 
losophical concept,  but  can  summarise  his 
ideas  of  quality  thusi  "  It  has  been  one 
of  my  great  joys  in  my  long  headmaster- 
ship  here  to  see  quality  brought  into  so 
many  different  professions  and  businesses 
and  interests  that  -^he  old  boys  have  had, 
and  to  have  had  a  tiny  part  in  bringing 
these  fellows  along".

On  arrival  at  the  large,  modem  centre 
on  St^Paul  Street,  we  were  somewhat  dis- 
turbed by  the  un-coordinated  movements  of 
the  Cerebral  Palsy  patients  but,  later  on, 
we  becare  more  adjusted  to  them. 

Our  guide,  the  woman  who  surervizes  the 
activities  at  the  Centre,  explained  to  us 
the  facte  of  Cerebral  Palsy.  It  usually 
occurs  »t  birth  and  c^uPes  a  lack  of  mus- 
cular co-ordinotlon,  however,  a  severe  ac- 
oldant  can  also  be  a  cause. 

^e  Centre  is  used  in  the  aftemoors  as 
a  ^''miclnal  Activities  Centre  and,  during 
the  Ptominr,  f»e   a  Cerebral  P^lsy  Centre. 
The  Bain  area  of  "ctivity  is  the  swimming 
pool,  where  eore  twenty  neorlp  wpr-e  pwim- 
ming,   some  of  them  very  well.

BOOK  CLUBS 

Three  forms  in  the  Kiddle  and  Senior 
Schools  now  are  able  to  order  excellent 
books  at  very  low  prices  from  Scholastic 
Book  Services.  Classics,  adventure  stories, 
factual  books  and  many  other  interesting 
books  may  be  purchased  for  ar^proximately 
thirty-five  to  seventy-five  cents  each. 

For  the  buyer,  it  is  simnle  -  all  he  must 
do  is  select  the  book(s)  he  wants  from  a 
monthly  list  issued  by  the  book  c]ub  and 
hand  in  his  order  form,  along  vith  the  cor- 
rect amount  of  money,  to  the  Book  Club  Se- 
cretary. But  the  Secretary's  job  is  not 
that  easyi  The  following  lines  will  tell 
you  what  happens  after  everyone  has  han- 
ded in  their  order  forms. 

First,  all  the  order  forms  are  collected 
and  put  in  a  small  pile.  The  books  that 
the  students  (and  teachersl)  want  are  mar- 
ked off  on  a  tally  sheet.  When  all  books 
have  been  checked  off,  the  price  lipts 
are  consulted  to  make  sure  that  all  the 
money  needed  has  been  collected.  After  all 
this  has  been  done,  the  figures  are  trans- 
ferred to  the  main  order  sheet.  This  sheet 
must  be  correct,  because  it  is  the  sheet 
that  is  sent  to  Scholastic  Book  Services, 
along  with  the  money,  and  the  waiting  be- 
gins. 


It  is  about  three  weeks  before  the  books 
arrive.  When  they  do,  the  Secretary  sorts 
out  the  books  and  makes  sure  that  each 
person  gets  the  books  he  has  ordered. The 
order  forms  must  be  kept  for  that  purT)ose. 

Sometimes  there  is  a  special  dividend, 
and  for  a  certain  number  of  books  you  pur- 
chase you  are  able  to  get  one  free  book.

CHURCHILL  PALLS  7,000,000  HORSE  PO'^R. 

The  most  powerful  potential  hydro  - 
electric  pro;ject  under  construction  in 
the  world,  the  Churchill  Palls  system, 
embodies  the  most  advanced  technical  9- 
quipement  available.  By  1975,  it  will  be 
able  to  produce  7,000,000  horse  T)ower  at 
any  time;  amount  of  electricity  required 
by  the  cities  the  size  of  Montreal.  Its 
annual  production  would  equal  twenty  per- 
cent of  Canada's  total  Dower  requirement 
in  1968. 

To  create  such  power  the  Churchill 
Palls  (Labrador)  Corporation  Limited  of 
which  the  British  Newfoundland  Corpo  - 
ration  holds  a  commanding  interest,  will 
flood  between  one  thousand  and  one  thou- 
sand one  hundred  square  miles  of  the  land 
surrounding  the  -nresent  seven  lakes,  pro- 
ducing an  artificial  reservoir  half  the 
size  of  Lake  Ontario.  Several  suggestions 
(though  not  very  practical)  have  been  made 
concernine;  the  future  name  of  the  huge 
reservoir  among  which  are  "Lpke  Small  - 
wood".  The  waterlevel  will  ripe  on  the 
average  thirty  feet  and  the  flooding  coro- 
mencep  this  autumn.  The  systems  eleven 
generators  will  start  operation  next  year. 

Several  weeks  ago,  our  staff  advisor 
and  several  boys  went  to  the  Brine  Office 
in  Westmount  Square  (Kr.  l^ulholland  is 
the  president)  where  we  saw  numerous  im- 
pressive slides  and  a  film  as  veil  as  mo- 
dels showing  the  work  that  was  executed 
to  locate  rock  suitable  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  pover  plant.  Kr,  Tierans,  a 
former  Selwyn  House  hockey  Coach,  now  the 
chief-engineer  showed  us  impressive  maps 
outllnlnr  the  route  of  the  svptem. 


The  1000  falls  as  such  will  disappear 
to  allow  the  electricity  to  reach  us.  All 
efforts  are  being  made  to  ensure  that  the 
wildlife  is  removed  from  the  areas  to 
be  flooded,  in  particular  the  caribou, 

'^here  is  a  large  town-centre  to  house 
temporary  construction  workers  numbering 
circa  six  thousand,  but  under  normal  o- 
perational  conditions,  there  will  be  one 
thousand  permanent  employees  (including 
families).  The  centre  consists  of  numerous 
houses  and  apartments  and  a  shopping  re- 
creation centre.  If  yoii've  seen  photofi;raphs 
of  Churchill  Palls,  you  may  have  noticed 
school-buses  which  are  the  most  frequent- 
ly used  transportation  for  workmen, 

Kost  of  the  steel  machinery  is  m^de 
in  I^ontreal,  is  shipped  to  Sept-Iles, where 
special  facilities  have  been  erected, 
and  is  then  transferred  by  rail  to  Chur- 
chill Palls.  The  massive  concrete  gates 
and  machinery  housings  were  also  made 
by  a  Montreal  firm.  All  total,  there  are 
twenty-six  cubic  yards  of  material  being 
used, 

^'^at  further  sources  of  hydro-electric 
power  does  Brinco  plan  to  use?  Down  the 
Churchill  River  near  its  mouth,  close  to

PIRE  PREVENTION  DEMONSTRATION 

On  April  14,  I97I  a  fire  prevention  de- 
monstration was  held  from  10.00  a.m.  until 
10,00  p,ro,  at  Victoria  Hall  by  the  Westmount 
Firemen.  They  showed  a  variety  of  fire  ex- 
tinguishers, from  carbon  dioxide  to  water, 
and  a  display  of  fire  alarm  detectors.  You 
can  always  identify  a  carbon  dioxide  ex- 
tinguisher by  its  wide  nozzle.  Carbon  dio- 
xide gas  is  used  for  smothering  the  fire; 
water  is  used  to  saturate  the  burning  ma- 
terial. 

The  firemen  also  showed  how  a  breathing 
apparatus  is  used.  This  is  a  machine  which 
when  put  around  a  person's  head,  blows  in 
air.  Eighty  percent  of  fire  deaths  are  cau- 
sed by  poisonous  smoke  being  inhaled  into 
a  person's  lungs.  This  machine  gives  the 
asphyxiated  person  air  which,  hopefully, 
will  save  his  life. 

The  companies  displaying  these  materials 
were  Walter  Kiddie  Co.,  Pyrene  of  Canada, 
Dominion  Electric  Protection  and  Edwards 
Electric.  Thes  companies  also  displayed 
a  number  of  fire  alarm  systems  for  the  ho- 
me. Unfortunately  most  fire  alarm  systems 


are  not  installed  when  a  house  is  first 
constructed.  These  fire  alarm  systems  could 
stop  a  lot  of  damage  by  alerting  the  oc- 
cupants at  the  beginning  of  the  fire. 

An  appropriate  film  was  shown  about  the 
benefits  of  the  fire  alarm  system. 


At  7.15  P."i.  the  junior  firefighters  of 
1971  (of  which  I  am  one)  were  questioned 
about  their  fire  knowledge  by  people  in 
doubt.  (  A  special  thanks  to  Captain  Tira- 
mons  for  making  the  fire  course  possible. 
The  purpose  of  this  display  was  to  stop 
the  tragic  results  from  fires  happening 
every  year.  At  8.I5  p.m.  the  fire  trucks 
were  called  out  to  a  fire  on  Lansdovm.One 
more  tragic  result  added  to  the  list. 


Remember,  fire  used  properly  is  a  friend, 
if  abused  it's  an  enemy.  Here's  a  little 
saying  to  remember,

On  Auril  2,  this  reporter  was  fortunate 
to  be  on  the  pre-i"naugural  flight  of  .Air 
Cana.da's  freeing  7^+7;  through  the  courtesy 
of  Kr,  J.  Keiser,  a  travel  agent.  The  ti- 
tanic aircraft,  with  its  cockpit  high  a- 
hove  the  airfield  at  Dorval,  is  211 '10" 
feet  long,  and  has  a  wingsnan  of  195 '8" 
feet, 

^^en  we  taxied  along  the  field,  the 
huge  engines  were  quiet,  but  one  could 
easily  discern  their  colossal  power. 
T'here  occured  a  slight  swaying  before  the 
short  take-off,  then  we  vere  up  to  six- 
teen-thousand  feet  in  several  minutes, 

"^he  interior  of  the  7^*7  consists  of 
thirty- two  wide  first-class  septs  and,

Hi^atpirs  is  a  lounge,  and  the  cockpit, 
into  which  I  was  able  to  go,  thanks  to 
Mark  T'enson  and  his  father,  the  pilot. 
Inside  were  several  walls  of  instruments 
and  seven  men  working  at  these  panels.  We 
were  forty-six  miles  from  Quebec  Olty  and 
eventually  I  left  and  went  back  down  - 
stairs. 

Meanwhile  we  were  fast  approaching  Que- 
bec, which  ve  subaeauently  "buzzed"  at  a 
very  low  al+itude,  Tt  wos  anusinc  to  h^ve 
seen  Plpce  Ville-Mprie  and  the  Chateau

On  the  way  back,  I  had  an  interesting 
conversation  with  one  of  the  twelfe  ho- 
stesses (there  are  three  puraers)  and 
she  explained  the  training-progi«am  for 
stewardesses.  Primarily,  they  have  to 
know  the  new  locations  of  emergency 
equlpement  and  how  to  operate  it.  She 
felt  it  was  more  desirable  on  the  7^*7 
then  on  a  regiilar  or  stretohed  DC  8. 

The  food  was  qtilte  good,  the  stewar- 
desses nloe,  the  seats  comfortable  etc, 
sto.  All  in  all,  It  seems  to  be  a  con- 
venient method  of  travel  from  a  very 
amateu"  point  of  view.        a.
